But, of course, economists rare- 
ly agree. They are, properly, cau- 
tious in that they deal with an in- 
exact science. 

Most of them, however, agree 
that maximum economic growth, 
a continually increasing produc- 
tion in goods and services, is nec- 
essary to our economic system. 

Now comes economist John K. 
Galbraith, author of two. well- 
known books on the subject, and a 
man with a background for proph- 
ecy fully as good as his peers. 
Mr. Galbraith, who is on the staff 
at Harvard, who says we are all 
out of line in so thinking. 

We—the United States in par- 
ticular, and some of the Western 


countries in general—have reached | 


a point where the drive for more 
and more production and, thus, 
more and more consumption of 
goods and services, produces more 
problems than it solves. Produc- 
tion we need—of course. But “‘ur- 
gent production?” Mr. Galbraith 
thinks not. . . . He would stop 
inflation, which he, along with 
everyone else, regards as the 
major evil and danger of our 
time. He would do so by slowing 
down production. 

The Galbraith concept of the 
new economic laws will, without 
question, soon be coming at us out 
of the news pages, the TV screens 
and radio sets. 


New Analysis 

Meanwhile, in a speech which 
received very little attention, 
since it came during the De Gaulle 
crisis, Adlai Stevenson made a 
rather new and profound analysis 
of our economic times. 

He was relating his concept to 
the problem of foreign aid. But 


- he, too, sees new economic forces 


loosed which we cannot escape 
and which immediately must be 
met. ) 

“We are witnessing,” Steven- 
son said, “the last stages of the 
old worldwide, self-regulating, in- 
ternational trade and investment 
system, which we in America 
have largely taken for granted. 

“At the same time, as it re- 
cedes, we see, expanding, eager 
to take its place, the new Com- 
munist techniques of grants, gifts, 
loans, trade, aid, barter, tech- 
nical assistance, raw materials 
at cost, or plain dumping, all bent 
to the same purpose—the rein- 
forcement of Communist power.” 

He emphasized that all this was 
taking place just at the time 
the United States’ need for secure 
trade abroad and for perennial 
access to foreign materials was 
growing in proportion to its soar- 
ing population and diminishing 
resources. 


New Crisis 


“We are headed for a new in- 
ternational crisis,’’ he proclaimed, 
‘‘one no less dire than the crisis 
of 1947, and no less certain to 
lead to catastrophe unless we act 
in time.” 

Reviews of Galbraith’s book 
have asked, “Are we living too 
high on the hog?” 

All economists, since they do 
not deal in an exact science, can 
make almost any theory seem 
logical. So, there is considerable 
logic in the Galbraith position 
that “urgent production” creates 
wants, but not needs. Also, there 
is some substance to his argu- 
ment that as we produce more 
and more, there is a greater 
straining to find more for educa- 
tion, parks, recreation, roads, 
slum clearance and so on. 

But that is for the experts to 
determine. 

There is, despite the difference 
in their approach, a tie between 
the Stevenson theory and that of 
Galbraith. Without question, the

It was an uncanny and disturb- 
ing feeling Mrs. Sara Ellis had 
as she listened to a newscast 
about the helicopter that went 
down in Communist East Ger- 
many. 

Somehow she seemed to sense 
that her Army aviator husband 
was in trouble.

Mrs. Ellis had planned to join 
him in West Germany in about 
three weeks. 

“T hope this won’t put it off,” 
she said. “I just pray he'll be 
freed right away.” 

“T heard that a helicopter was 
down and that the Communists 
had taken everyone on it pris- 
oners,”’ she said. “Although the

Georgia’s jobless pay claims 
fell for the fourth consecutive 
time last week to 48,896, the low- 
est number since the end of Feb- 
ruary, State Labor Commissioner 
Ben T. Huiet reported Monday. 

At the same time, however, un- 
employment benefits were ex- 
hausted by 1,237 Georgians, first 
increase in the state’s 1,000-a-week 
exhaustion rate in three months. 

Last week’s insured unemploy- 
ment total of 48,896 represented 
6.1 per cent of the state’s insured 
work force, which compares with 
6.3 per cent in the preceding 
week and the 7 per cent (56,597) 
record high reached early last 
month.

North Georgia 
Drought 


Heavy use of water on parched 
lawns and gardens has forced the 
Atlanta waterworks to crank up 
auxiliary pumping stations to 
stem ‘“‘the driest week in the 
city’s history.” 

At 7 p.m. Monday the water- 
works was pumping for a short 
while at a record rate of 112 
million gallons a day. 

Agricultural experts said Mon- 
day night that north Georgia 
will experience a serious drought 
unless relief comes soon. 

The weatherman expects no gen- 
eral rainfall the next couple of 
days. And he hasn’t officially re- 
corded any since May 20. 

The weatherman said Tuesday 
and Wednesday will continue 
partly cloudy and hot, with chance 
of widely scattered afternoon and 
evening thundershowers. The 
showers aren’t expected to ease 
the rainfall shortage. 

In Atlanta, the deficiency is 1.17 
inches for June. The rainfall since 
Jan. 1 has been 23.59 inches. 
That’s a shortage of about half 
an inch. 

The weatherman attributes the 
rain deficiency mainly to dry 
westerly and northwesterly winds 
which, for the past month, have 
not blown any moisture into 
Georgia. 

An Atlanta horticulturist, 
Charles J. Hudson, described 
lawns and shrubs as being ‘‘in 
bad shape.” The drought has 
caused gardenia leaves to drop 
off, he noted. 

Paul Weir, city water superin- 
tendent, observed: “This week 
has been the driest in the history 
of the city water department.” 

Weir estimated 83 to 85 million 
gallons are being pumped daily, 
with peak loads up to 112 million

Griffin Looks 


To Solution 
In Capital 


By WILLIAM M. BATES 

Gov. Griffin held out hope Mon- 
day that the state’s highway right- 
of-way crisis can be solved in 
Washington without the need for 
a special session of the Georgia 
Legislature. 

He also said he hoped it would 
be possible to call off an infor- 
mal meeting of members of the 
General Assembly scheduled for 
10 a.m. Thursday. 

The governor pointed out that 
State Highway Department offi- 
cials and members of Georgia’s 


congressional delegation are con- 
ferring with the federal Bureau 
of Public Roads in Washington in 
search of a solution. 


PROCUREMENT SHELVED 


All right-of-way procurement 
for federal-aid projects has been 
called off by the highway depart- 
ment as a result of a state Su- 
preme Court decision in a con- 
demnation case rendered last 
March, 

The court, in a four-to-three de- 
cision, ruled that the state must 
post payment for property taken 
by condemnation when the price 
is determined by the board of as- 
sessors. Before, the state with- 
held payment to the property 
holder—if it appealed assessors’ 
award—until the price was deter- 
mined by the courts. 

However, the high court held 
that a property owner is damaged 
when the state begins condemna- 
tion proceedings and is entitled | 
to his payment at that time. 


MILLIONS TIED UP 


The effect of that decision on 
the road program—as voiced by 
highway officials—is to tie up 
millions of dollars in state funds 
while right-of-way suits are pend- 
ing in the courts. The federal gov- 
ernment will not reimburse the 
state for its share of the right-of- 
way costs until the price is final- 
ly determined by the courts.

Soviets Mobilizing 
For Economic War 


Britain's Prime Minister Macmillan 
in an address at DePauw University Sun- 
day called for closer economic ties be- 
tween countries of the free world in or- 
der to meet the increasing competition 
of the closely integrated Communist 
bloc. 


In Washington for conferences with 
President Eisenhower, the prime minister 
seeks a meeting of minds on a host of 
economic and foreign-policy problems 
common to both countries. Such a re- 
appraisal in light of recent events is cer- 
tainly in order. 


A similar meeting with Premier de 
Gaulle of France, now being talked, is 
equally desirable. Already West Ger- 
many’s president has paid a state visit 
to Washington and is now on a trip 
through the country. 


It has become more and more obvi- 
ous recently that the Soviet Union is mo- 
bilizing the total economic strength of 
the Communist world against the West. 
Yet the United States and her Western 
allies have been slow to gear themselves 
for counter action. The average Amer- 
ican seems utterly oblivious to the threat 
to him and the business community is 
apathetic, seeking negative measures of 
protectionism and restrictions on trade. 


But the threat is very real and prog- 
ress by the Soviet-Sino bloc is dramatic 
indeed. James Reston, New York Times 
columnist, has cited for us some of the 
problems which call for decision and ac- 
tion as follows: 

“Soviet Russia's total production 1s gain- 
ing at a far faster rate than the United 
States’: between 10 and 12 per cent indus- 
trially, between 6 and 7 per cent over-all—to 
our 3 per cent. 

“Since 1953, the Soviet Union has put out 
$1,600,000,000 in capital export commitments 
to 19 countries under supervision of over 2,000 
technicians and is beginning to challenge us 
with credit terms, loans and barter agree- 
ments we are not matching. 

“In the first quarter of 1958, the Sino- 
Soviet bloc has for the first time passed the 
United States in steel production. 

“The free world is still immensely more 
powerful than the Communist, if it will com- 
bine its resources, but the free countries are 
not combining but competing one against the 
other.” 


Population of the world is increasing 
at a much faster rate than is production, 
especially in the underdeveloped nations 
tempted by communism. 


It is indeed time for the free world to 
renew its ties and to find common poli- 
cies based on the startling realities of 
the times. Isolation, trade restrictions and 
divisions are the means through which 
Khrushchev says we will destroy our- 
selves. We must prove him wrong.

Rights-of-Way Muddle 
Calls for Quick Action 


Action of the State Highway Depart- 
ment in ending rights-of-way acqulisi- 
tion on federal-aid roads as a result of 
a March Supreme Court decision in ef- 
fect will end this phase of road construc- 
tion unless an alternative is found. 

Meanwhile, Gov. Griffin said vester- 
day the state will do everything possible 
to find a solution without calling a spe- 
cial session of the Legislature. Several 
moves reportedly are under considera- 
tion, including asking the federal govern- 
ment to take over acquisition. 

The governor is right about not calling 
a special session unless it is absolutely 
necessary. Such a session during a politi- 
cal campaign might explode into all sorts 
of pyrotechnics and do more harm than 
good. 


It is puzzling that all possibilities had 
not been explored before now. The court's 
decision came in March and now in June 
it becomes a crisis. It seems all alterna- 
tives would have been attempted before 
halting acquisitions. 

The important thing is find a solution 
as quickly as possible. Delays cf months 
in the interstate and other federal-aid 
programs would be quite a costly matter. 
If the governor can find an “out” before 
Thursday, when he has called the Legis- 
lature to Atlanta for advice, so much the 
better.

In The Atlanta Constitution's Press 
Gallery program Sunday four young honor

arrangement which will allow those stu- 
dents who do study and who can do the 
work to advance as fast as they can. At 
present every class is reduced to the 
common denominator of the incompetent 
student who just gets by. 


All agreed that while most high 
schools might offer enough tough work to 
prepare students for good college work, 
it is not required. 


“The tough courses, such as math, 
chemistry, physics and foreign languages, 
help produce a trained mind—that’s all 
a scientist has—a trained mind,” said the 
foursome. 


The Atlanta Constitution concurs in 
these conclusions. 


The program, which offered students 
just completing their college work, in- 
cluded Emmet Bondourant, University of 
Georgia; James McClung, Emory Univer- 
sity; David McMaster, Georgia Tech, and 
James Westlake, Georgia State College.

To Stop Road Murders 


Georgia’s traffic safety record, which 
had been showing marked improvement 
now is becoming steadily worse. 


Once again weekend highway fatali- 
ties have surged to the two-figure brack- 
et, with a large percentage of deaths 
including youths under 20 years of age. 


Gov. Griffin yesterday called for 
drastic action in a statement which de- 
serves commendation and support from 
all citizens. He ordered the State Patrol 
to get tough and appealed to local en- 
forcement officers, the courts and the 
people to cooperate in a safety crusade. 
He ordered all speeders stopped and de- 
clared, “I want all violators carried to 
the courthouse.” 


The governor correctly assessed the 
situation in saying that most drivers 
obey the law. But those who will not 
and “who seemingly think automobiles 
and trucks are toys” have no business on 
the roads. 


The State Patrol, although at its peak 
in manpower, still needs additional per- 
sonnel to enforce traffic laws and to set 
up roadblocks for license checking. In 
addition to accomplishing the latter ob- 
jective, roadblocks serve many other 
useful purposes including that of giving 
patrolmen an opportunity to detect drink- 
ing drivers. But the state must have more 
patrolmen in order to do the job as thor- 
oughly as it should be done. 


Moreover, they must have the back- 
ing of the courts if they are to achieve 
the results they should in enforcement. 


Requirements for drivers’ licenses 
need to be stiffened, a fact which was 
further emphasized recently when Flor- 
ida ceased recognizing Georgia licenses 
under a former reciprocity policy. 


Traffic safety is everyone’s business. 
An aroused public, sickened at the grim 
trail of death and injuries on the high- 
way, should insist vehemently upon cor- 
rective steps being taken immediately.

Consumers Have To Pay 


For Price-Fixing Laws 


As every housewife knows, the American economy is built on 
“shopping around.” By shopping around, the housewife knows she 
has a better chance of getting the thing she wants at reduced cvcst 
or perhaps a better article than the one she had in mind for the 
same price she wanted to pay. Shopping around is the result of the 
American system of competitive free enterprise. 


Some congressmen, however, 
want to hobble the public with 
so-called ‘‘fair trade” laws which 
in recent years have fallen not 
only into disrepute but into il- 
legality. Fourteen state courts 
have declared unconstitutional 
various state “fair trade’’ laws 
based on an act of Congress 
which permitted states to pass 
laws that fixed prices. 


Rep. Oren Harris of Arkansas 
has introduced a bill the House 
Commerce Committee is expected 
to report out favorably and the 
House to pass. The bill cuts 
through the evasions of former 
permissive acts of Congress. This 
one would make mandatory a 
national ‘‘fair trade’’ law which 
would end retail trade competi- 
tion altogether. 

Mr. Harris, to say the least, is 
to be congratulated on his forth- 
rightness. He makes no bones 
about state laws, agreements 
and so forth. The bill comes right 
out to permit a manufacturer to 
fix “stipulated or minimum re- 
sale prices’ simply by serving 
notice to the distributors. Even 
the fiction of a ‘‘contract” is 
abandoned and the' same resale 
price would be set in all states, 
territories and the District of 
Columbia simultaneously. Viola- 
tors could be hauled into federal 
court for damages. 


Perhaps some manufacturers 
will like such a bill and maybe 
some retailers will, too. But the 
manufacturer who sets his prices 
either nationwide or by areas 
reduces the flexibility of his price 
structure. And the retailer would 


The Commerce, Agriculture 
and Justice Departments § are 
against the Harris measure as 
written. The Justice Department 
says it would drastically change 
the basic concepts of our com- 
petitive economy. ‘“The bill would 
suppress competition at the 
manufacturing level and at all 
levels of distribution. Obviously, 
competition would be eliminated 
at the retail level, since this is 
the apparent purpose of the 
bill.” 

And what would be the result 
of the elimination of competition 
at the retail level? 


Sen. Hubert Humphrey of Min- 


nesota, in a speech in the Sen- 
ate recently, put the case for fair 
trade quite succinctly. He said 
fair trade benefits the retailer 
and the wholesaler by placing 
them on an equal footing with 
all: other retailers and wihole- 
salers of branded or trade-marked 
products, whether they happen to 
be large or small. Also, the mar- 
gins of profit for both are fixed. 

As for the effects on the con- 
sumer, Sen, Humphrey had this to 
say: “Fair trade eliminates the 
need for shopping around.” 

And what would happen if 
there were no more “shopping 
around?” — 7 

The Justice Department has an 
answer to that in a survey made 
in 1954, and we think the house- 
wife who shops around now would 
like to know what happens when 
she can't. mre 

The survey .shows that drug 
and appliance prices in “fair 
trade” areas were 28 per cent 
higher than drug and appliance 
prices in places where there 
wasn't any “fair trade.”

The balance of political power, 
as shown in the most important 
test primary in the second larg- 
est state, is overwhelmingly 
Democratic. 


The Democrats in California 
have never been so jubilant with 
such a solid basis for their jubi- 
lation. 


They see a complete sweep of 
every statewide office—governor, 
senator, large gains in the Demo- 
cratic congressional delegation 
and control of both houses of the 
state legislature which they have 
not had in many years. 


Sen. William F. Knowland is 
set back in his bid for the Cali- 
fornia governorship. It will be a 
Herculean feat if he can make 
up by fall the unprecedented lead 
which his Democratic opponent, 
Atty. Gen. Edmund (Pat) Brown, 
has taken. 


The California voting does not 
do violence to the political evi- 
dence elsewhere in the country;

4. Two Democratic candidates 
for Congress—John Shelley and 
John Moss—won.the Republican 
nominations; no Republican can- 
didates for Congress won both 
nominations, A dozen Democratic 
candidates for the California 
Legislature did the same thing: 
no Republican candidate was able 
to do so. 

These are the reasons why 
Knowland, never one to give up 
lightly, will have to come from 
way behind. And the Democratic 
lead in California is reflected in 
most other parts of the nation.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Ei- 
senhower administration, through 
Secretary of Labor Mitchell, came 
out Monday against the pending 
Senate labor bill aimed at corrup- 
tion in unions. 

Mitchell said this bill would 
weaken, not strengthen, present 
corruption curbs. 

The Labor Department said 
Mitchell’s statement represented 
the administration's viewpoint.

Home Rule 
Pushed by 


Aldermen

A “‘strong’’ home rule proposal 
for Atlanta was unanimously 
adopted Monday by a special al- 
dermanic committee and will be 
submitted to the Board of Al- 
dermen at its next session. 

Ald. John A. White. chairman 
of the special committee, said 
Fulton and DeKalb representa- 
tives in the Legislature also will 
be urged to submit the proposa! 
for a statewide referendum as 
early as possible. 

Even if the proposal wins state- 
wide approval, however, home 
rule for Atlanta probably could 
not become operative until 1960, 
White added. 

The committee action Monday 
followed a public hearing at which 
the measure was discussed by 
representatives of the Atlanta 
Voters Guild, the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Central Atian- 
ta Improvement Assn. 


COULD IMPOSE TAXES 


The brief proposed amendment 
as prepared by City Attorney Jack 
C. Savage would vest the city and 
its governing body with “all 
rights, powers, franchises and 
privileges . . . requisite for the 
welfare . . . and for the effectual 
administration of all local gov- 
ernment within the territory now 
or hereafter embroced within the 
limits of such city.” 

Another section expressly con- 
fers authority to impose any tax 
or license which the state of Geor- 
gia is empowered to levy, and 
adds ‘‘this privilege may be exer- 
cised notwithstanding the pro- 
visions of any general law of the 
state now in existence or which 
may be hereafter enacted to the 
contrary.” 

“White and others said this 
would authorize sales, income and 
other levies to supplement exist- 
ing levies by the city. 


COULD AMEND CHARTER 


A third section empowers the 
city to amend its charter and to 
enact, amend and repeal general 
laws of special application ap- 
plicable to municipalities having a 
population of 300,000 or more. The 
city also would be authorized to 
amend such laws in “‘such man- 
ner as may be provided by the 
governing authority of said city.”’ 

Finally, the city would be vested 
with power to impose taxes... 
“subject only to statues of general 
application pertaining to all mu- 
nicipalities.” 

Wailes Thomas, representing the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce; 
Miss Mary Richardson, president 
of the Atlanta Voters Guild, and 
Sy Gordy, executive director of 
the Central Atlanta Improvement 
Assn., spoke. 

Thomas said means must be 
found to relieve the tax burden 
now imposed on real estate. He 
said the chamber favors home 
rule. He said the metropolitan 
area population is now about 900,- 
000, that Negroes comprise about 
42 per cent of the enrollment in 
Atlanta schools and that Negroes 
pay only about 4 per cent of the 
taxes. 


ASKS “BASIC CHARTER” 


Miss Richardson said the guild 
is studying home rule and that 
it is desirable.

Epilepsy Treatment 
Must Fit Person 


Numerous useful and potent 
drugs are available for the treat- 
ment of epilepsy. New com- 
pounds are coming on the market 
so rapidly it is difficult to keep 
up with progress in this field. 

The antiepileptic products are 
known as anticonvulsants or sup- 
pressants, because they prevent 
convulsions or suppress seizures. 
The attacks can be controlled 
completely in 50 per cent of all 
cases; 35 per cent are improved; 
15 per cent are not benefited. 

The treatment of epilepsy 
should be tailor-made te fit the 
individual “needs of each patient. 
Drugs effective in one type of 
seizure often are of no value 
against another and may even be 
detrimental. 

The dosage is gauged by the 
frequency and character of the 
attacks. The remedy should be 
continued indefinitely—for life in

some patients. After years of 
control, it may be withdrawn 
slowly and discontinued should 
symptoms fail to return. 

The old-timers, phenobarbital 
and the bromides, still are used 
occasionally in the grand mal 
type of epilepsy. They have been 
replaced largely by newcomers 
such as Dilantin, Mesantoin and 
Mysoline. These products also are 
used in the psychomotor form of 
the disease, as well as Phenurone. 
Tridione, Paradione and Milontin 
are effective in the blackouts that 
occur in petit mal. 

None of these remedies 1s ideal 
or perfect, but we are fortunate 
in having such a choice. If one 
fails, another is tried. In addi- 
tion, if toxic or other undesirable 
side reactions occur with one 
product, another can be utilized. 

There is more to the treatment 
of epilepsy than medication. The 
brain waves of the victim are ab- 
normal due to some underlying 
disorder that cannot be detected 
with out present tests and equip- 
with our present tests, and equip- 
should avoid excesses, get ample 
rest, eat a well-balanced nutri- 
tional diet, indulge in a reason- 
able amount of exercise and avoid 
alcohol.

All Heart, Man 


Bob Hartman, professional baseball’s winningest 
pitcher, has a “heart condition.” He has far more 
‘heart’ than most human beings 

The 12-game winner of the Atlante Crackers has beaten things 
other than six other Southern Association clubs. One of them is 
diabetes. 
es He had to travel a torturous four- 
month route to beat diabetes before 
he went the nine-inning route to cap- 
ture his one baseball victory of 1956. 

The 20-year-old southpaw may win 
| 200 big league victories before he’s 
through, but those two 1956 triumphs 
are the ones he'll always treasure 
most. 

But let the object of baseball's 
most unlikely and soul-satisfying story 
of 1958 tell you about it his way. 

“I was just 17 when Eddie 
Dancisak, Milwaukee Braves’ scout, 
signed me two days after I got out of 
high school in Kenosha, Wis., in 1955,

American Association farm at To- 

i ledo for two weeks, mostly so pitch- 

: ing coach Charlie Root could have a 

Roberts look at me. I never was on the active 
list, and manager George Selkirk optioned me to Beaumont in the 
Texas League. 

‘T started a few games during July and August, the two months 
I was there, won three and lost five. 

“I went to my first spring training in 1956, at Bradenton, 
Fla., with the Braves. Ard that’s when all my troubles started. 

“IT weighed about 210 pounds, I started losing weight rapidly 
but figured I just never had to work.so hard before, so said 
nothing. I was always a chubby kid but never had any more sick- 
ness than the average boy. 


—Won No Games, Lost’ 50 Pounds 


“Over a period of around two months I lost 50 pourids and 
got weaker and weaker. I started the second game of the season 
fcr Wichita—that was the year the Toledo franchise was switched 
ther@and lasted about four innings. 

“I got so weak I couldn’t get out of bed, much less throw a 
ball. So, five days after my starting assignment, the club put me 
in a St. Paul Hospital for a check-up. That’s when they discovered 
I had diabetes. Maybe I was lucky to survive. 

“After spending some time in St. Paul and Wichita hospitals 

I was put in the famous New England Deconess (Joslin Clinic). 
There I virtually went to school to learn how te live with the 
disease. They began giving me insulin shots, of course, taught 
me how to regulate my dict and everything there is to know about 
it. 

“Previously I had been given shots of salt solution to replace 
salt I had lost in spring training before I knew I had diabetes. 

‘After being released I was advised to go home and build myself 
up before reporting back to Wichita. I finally got back at the end 
of July and made two starts and worked some in the bullpen. 

‘Il beat Charleston the first time out, 2-1, Next, I pitched on 
a cold day in Minneapolis, had a 2-42 lead in the seventh when I 
popped a tendon in my elbow. The ball dropped out of my hand 
when I tried to hold it again, so I'd had it for that year.” 

The Hartman hardluck story was to extend for another year. 
With Wichita in spring training, his arm still hurt and he pitched 
only once or twice. 

Assigned to Atlanta’ his arm felt strong after a week of in- 
activity. And the first day with the Crackers he fashioned a brilliant 
fi\ e-hit,-6-0 Victory over Nashville.it-tiny Sulphur Dell. 


—Bob’s Trouble Goes, Foes Woes Begin 


His arri became inflamed again and after being batted out of 
the box in four innings at Birmingham, Hartman was forced to the 
inactive list through. May and June. He served mostly in a relief 
capacity after returning to action in July. 

Plagued with leg boils this spring, he hurled in only three 
squad games for Wichita and worked three innings against Cin- 
cinnati. After pitching a mere 21 innings he was assigned to At- 
lanta four days before the season opened. 

This is the stumpy, blonc fellow nobody particularly wanted 
this spring—not even the Crackers’ Buddy Bates. This is the fel- 
low wha is the hottest pitching article on the baseball scene—with 
a 12-2 record, three shutouts, 9 route-going jobs in 12 starts, leading 
the Southern in strikeouts and earned-run average. 

“Bates is the main one who helped me,” says Hartman. “I 
favored my sore arm for so long I had shortened my stride and 
didn’t take the big windup and big, free motion I had used all my 
life. He got me to go back to my old style. I’m striding farther 
again when I throw.” 

Hartman says there were some blue days during those frus- 
trating years, but he never lost heart. ‘“‘No, I knew that diabetes 
wouldn’t ruin an athletic career. Baseball stars like Bill Nichol- 
son and Gene Woodling and tennis players Billy Talbert and Ham 
Richardson had licked it. So why couldn’t I?” he reasoned. 

“They told me my arm trouble was of a minor nature, needing 
only rest to cure it. So, once my arm wasn't sore any more, I had 
almost as much confidence that I could win as I ever did. Win- 
ning a few games helped though.” he grinned. 

Bob Hartman still takes insulin every day, and every fourth 
day he’s a shot in the arm to Atlanta’s hopes for a third straight 
pennant.
